The blows which Corbett i 
had struck him had failed to leave a j 
bruise or a mark and the champion 
could have fought another battle with- 
out trouble. He took his victory very 
quietly, in the same manner that has 
characterized all his movements in the 
training before he fought. "The out- 
come could not have been otherwise," 
said" Jeffries. today, "though the fight 
lasted longer than I thought it would. 
Corbett fought a- good fight and did 
some good work in the eighth and 
ninth rounds." 


Jim Corbett was a sore man in body 


this morning, and much disappointed 
at the outcome. "Jeffries fought a re- 
maikable fight," said Corbett, "and I 
am greatly surprised at his improve- 
ment in fighting. He met me more than 
half way and beat me fairly. I thought 
Jeffries would tire, but he seemed to 
grow stronger as the fight progressed." 


San Francisco, Aug. 15.—James J. 


Jeffries, 
champion heavy weight of 


the world, played with Jim Gorbett 
for nine rounds and a half last night 
and £hen Cor.bett's seconds motioned 
to Referee Graney to stop the fight in 
order to save their man from needless 
punishment.

A Queer Paperweight. 


One of the most remarkable objects 


in the American historical collection 
wJiich occupies the front hall of the 
National museum is the paperweight 
of Professor Henry, for many years 
secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. It Is a triangular prism of clear, 
transparent glass about six inches in 
height. Into tho edge or sharp back of 
the triangle the skillful workman who 
turned out this singular paperweight 
carved a series of grooves and hollows 
which appear absolutely meaningless 
when viewed from the side, but when 
looked at through the"1 broad surface of 
the front of the prism > resolve them- 
selves into a beautiful Etruscan vase. 


In reality there exists only one side 


of this remarkable vase, the other two 
being a reflection on the two angles of 
the prism of the original.

through the flat surface of the opposite 
angle the vase has four handles, but 
if the baf-k is examined it will be found 
to hai c only two.

FAMINE IN TIMBER TREES. 


Scarcity of Wood Fit For 


Manufactnrliifi Furponei. 


It will be but a few years before du- 


rable timber becomes very much dear- 
er than it is at present. Good chestnut 
and -white oak posts are worth now 15 
cents each and red cedar posts 20 cents 
apiece undressed and are hard to get at 
that. Ten years from now the supply 
will- be much less. No more profitable 
use of land can be made than to plant 
walnut, chestnut, oak, hickory, spruce, 
ash, maple, poplar, willow, locust and 
other trees that have a value in the 
arts for their timber. Plant the rough 
land to trees. The eucalypts are now 
grown in the southwestern portion of 
our country more extensively than any 
other exotic forest tree. 


These trees are originally from Aus- 


tralia. They are known there under 
the uame of antlfever trees, as by their 
rapid growth and large amount of fo- 
liage they absorb the poisonous gases 
of the swalnps, muking the air pure 
and the climate healthy. In Califor- 
nia, Kansas and Indiana tracts of laud 
several thousand acres in area have 
been planted with seedlings of the eu- 
calyptus rostrata for fuel, railroad ties 
and for windbreaks. 
On account of 


their rapid growth they make desirable 
shade trees for the dwelling and pas- 
ture lots. In many parts of the south- 
west the eucalypts are utilized to ad- 
vantage to furnish shade in pastures. 
If set along the fences and along the 
irrigating ditches they can be made to 
protect the cattle in the pasture with- 
out at any time interfering with farm 
work. Seedlings may be had from the 
nurseryman in 100 lots at 5 cents each. 
There are some thirty different varie- 
ties, and all of them are said to grow 
equally well in the middle and south- 
ern states. Plant the hillsides in for- 
est trees and farm the low ground.— 
Baltimore American.

t>ARIS UNDERGROUND LINE. 


Description of Keeioa Where the 


Great IMaoater occurred. 


Wonderfully compivheusive is the 


scheme of the Paris Metropolitan Un- 
derground railway, where the recent 
tunnel disaster occurred, says the Xew 
York Herald. When it is completely 
executed, about three j oars nest April, 
Paris will possess m?;ul\ fifty miles of 
railway lines almost exclusively under 
ground. The outside circle of the net- 
work of the Metropolitan runs within 
the circle of the city's walls and forti- 
fications. This circle i" cut and inter- 
sected by a great number of trans- 
verse lines terminating at some dis- 
tance without its circumference on the 
extreme boundaries of the city, and 


tunnels or bridges, at no fewer than 
six different points. A straight section 
runs from the Bastille to the Porte 
Maillot, at the Bois de Boulogne. 
Eventually there will be 133 stations, 
situated at seldom more than 500 or GOO 
yards distance from one another, and 
every one of the 133 stations will be 
,n direct communication with every 
other station on the system. At certain 
[unctions, the Trocadero, the Arc de 
Triompho and the Opera, where three 
lines meet, the station is constructed in 
two or three tiers. 


Excavations were begun jn Novem- 


ber, 1898, and in less than two years— 
namely, by October, 1900—the first sec- 
tion, traversing Paris from east to west, 
was in full working order. The Pari- 
sians took to the new means of transit 
at once, the road became popular, and 
within seven months of its opening the 
daily average of passengers was 150,- 
000, with daily receipts of $4,4001 


The entrances to the stations are 


light and graceful and take up very 
little room, the stations being covered 
with thick glass and tulip shaped 
roofs, while the white stone stairways 
are flanked by white tiled walls, well 
lighted with incandescent lamps. 


The trains follow each other at Inter- 


vals of five minutes, the cars being 
comfortable and admirably lighted, 
while overcrowding of the carriages 
is, according to law, prohibited. 
The 


maximum load of a first class carriage 
is thirty-one passengers seated and 
twenty-one standing, and of a second 
class twenty-six-passengers seated and 
twenty-one standing. 


The second section of the Metropol- 


itan, on which the accident occurred, 
extends from the Place d'Anvers to the 
Rue de Bagnolet, a stretch of about 
six kilometers and some twelve sta- 
tions, of which two are those of the 
Rue des Charonnes and at Menllmon- 
tant, between which the disaster hap- 
pened. 


The tunnel of the Paris Metropolitan 


is sixteen feet in diameter. Its depth 
varies, but it has no continuous deep 
level of sixty feet, 'like the Londoner's 
twopenny tube, though its average 
depth is below that of New 
rapid transit subway,,

SEEGITJ8 WITTE.

The most recent excavations show 


that Vesuvius began its work as a 
conservator of antiquity earlier than 
the memorable year of 79.

the excavations in the valley of the 
Sarno, near San Marzano, some most 
Interesting antiquities have come to 
light. These had been covered up by 
a volcanic deposit about six feet thick, 
which points to an eruption of Vesu- 
vius which must have taken place in 
the seventh century before Christ. The 
relics include a Greek burying place, 
archaic Italian tombs and various 
bronzes and terra cottas.

A new use has been found for tele- 


graph wires. Dr. Laska, a Polish me- 
teorologist, has studied the humming 
sound they emit occasionally and has 
found that it is not caused by the wind, 
as commonly supposed.

years, show that these sounds always 
radicate the approach of rain, snow or a 
storm, and Laska inclines to the belie! 
that they are in some way caused by 
terrestrial vibta*ions induced by me- 
teorological chatiges.

scientist, has entered his eightieth year 
with improved vigor of mind and body, 
He has received many honorary de 
grees, the last of which is doctor of sci-

was described as "a greater philoso- 
pher than Democritus and one in whom 
are united the qualities of Archimedes 
and Aristotle."
